HOUSEM AID S KNEE 
AND SYNOVITIS 
Between most movable Joints there 
is a k.nd of sac or bag containing a 
fluid which acts 
as a medium 
for 
preventing the gratmg of one bon« * 
upon another. 
This is also true of 
the knee Joint, between the upper and 
lower legs, and between the kneecap 
and the Joint. 
Housemaid’s knee is an acute in ­ 
flammation of the sac or burst that 
lies in front of the knee. 
This dis­ 
ease is often mistaken for an inflam ­ 
mation of the synovial membrane ot 
the knee joint. 
In the latter disease 
the kneecap is thrown away forward 
and there is much swelling at the 
sides of the knee, but with 
h o u s e ­ 
maid's knee, the .swelling is super­ 
ficial and mostly in front of the k n e e ­ 
cap. 
The treatment of the latter is 
to rest the knee and to apply cold 
applications.

of the ends of the bones. 
Chronic synovitis (inilamination of
